Traffic Signs Are An English Idea 



Signs of the times are everywhere. They tell iis where 
we can't park, force us to drive 55, remind us that 
children are playing, direct us to a strange destinatioo, 
and identify our favorite store, bar, etc. 

These signs are so numerous that often we doo't 
even notice them. In self defense we learn to protect 
ourselves from the assault of signs by ignoring them. 
Frequently this causes us trouble. We receive 
parldng tidsets. We get lost. We can't find our way. But 
for the most part, signs that are siq>posed to help us 
' hurt us. 

Exceptions to every rule exist, however. There are 
some signs of the times well worth our attention. 

Few signs are seen by more people than the dty 
signs markkig the Boardwalk. They have the respons- 
ibility of telling thousands of tourists (and residents 
alike) what's allowed and not allowed on the beach. 

To do this the aty ci Virginia Beach has employed a 
combination of words and symbcb to inform the public 
of the rules and regulations. Each activity permitted 
and/or not permitted is represented by a "picture 
symbol." These arc crisp and dear, weU designed, and 

well laid out on the sign. 

But the City gives them a new twist. Rather than 
have a sign that simply recites all the "do nots" each 
first lists things the Qty would like for people to do. 
Folks are encouraged to "Swim, Sun. Tan, Read, and 
Relax." Then come the prohibitions. 

in concept and in execution I think these are excellent 
signs. They do a job well, they represent the Qty well, 
and they should be recognized as such. 

Now think about your street sign. What cdor is it? 
Can't remember. That's o.k. Bet it's green with white 
letters. If it is, it means that you live on a public street

that receives paUic services. 

But some of you will have a street sign that's yeUow 
with black lettering. They're not a mistake, they 
indicate that you live on a private road (i.e., one that 
has not been accepted by the Qty) and tell you why you 
don't receive puUic services. 

Unlike the Boardwalk signs, street signs are pretty 
baring. But they do serve an important function. 

Traffic signs and signals allow for a little more 
creativity. They are specified by the state and the Qty 
as to placement and as to design. But they weren't 
always. 

The first traffic signs were ereaed in England in 
1879. But they were put up by the local cycling dub, not 
the municipality. It seems that the cycling club had a 
big race and many of their members got lost. So they 
thought that they'd put up directional signs for the next 
race to keep all of the racers on course. Ihcy did and it 
worked. 

In 1903, England passed legislation standardizing 
these signs and requiring them for dties that had 
motorized vehicles using city streets. Several years 
later an international conference standardized the

designs and symbols for such signs. 

Best street traffic and directional signs in the city are 
found in one location: the Virgtada Beach Mnnidpal 
Ontcr. Colonial (for lack of a better word) in design, 
they blend in with the architectural mood of the 
complex. Easy to read and good to look at. they 
represent an excellent marriage of good design wkh 
primary purpose. I wish ail such public signs could be 
as beautiful and as useful. 

it's not <riten that a sign becomes an important 
design ekmem in a building. But if you look dosely at 
the Oceaofroot Branch Library, you will see the word 
LIBRARY running along the front of the building. It is 
adually a part of the right front waD of this structure. 
Designed by the Design CollalMirative of Vu^ginia 
Beadi (Laszlo Aranyi, principal), the architect was 
faced with the problem/challenge of making the front 
wall of the building - a wall that couldn't be broken by 
windows because of the need for shelf space by the 
library - interesting. His solution was to incorporate the 
word LIBRARY into the facade. It is a neat piece of 
signage. 

After discussing some attractive signs, I had plannec 
to focus on some that were not. My choices 
overwhehned me. The vast majority of signs around us 
are deddedly ugly. I will only wonder why a person or a 
business or a dty will spend from thousands to millions 
of ddlars on a building(s) and then put up a tacky, 
garish sign announcing its name and/or location. 

Signs give us a message and informaticm. Signs show 
us identificatiOT and dircaion. Without them we would 
literally be lost. With them we sometimes wish we 
were.

Ride The Musical Raft, Stay In Tune 



Qatacy JoMt' "The Dude" is one of the cleanest, 
freshest fusion jazz albums on the market today. 

A high quality, thick disc, "The Dude" was recorded 
at Westlake Audio, Los Angeles, California. 

Jones has long been recognized as a leader in the jazz 
fkid as a composer, arranger, and muaiq|pn. Jones plays 
several instruments although he only takes credit on this 
album for string and vocal arrangements. 

Every one of the albums nine tracks have featured 
performances from 20 to 30 of the finest studio jazz 
musicians around. 

The best cut on the album is "Betcha' Wouldn't Hurt 
Me,'* for two reasons. Musically, the rhythm is solid, 
with muted guitar strokes sustaining the drive, and 
smooth vocals by Patti Austin. The genius of the song, 
however, is contained in the lyrics, written by one of the 
world's best, Stcvic Wonder, who also plays the 
keyboard on the track. Ian Underwood, keyboard 
player for The Rolling Stones, programmed synthesizers 
iox the song. 

The theme of the song involves caring, and personal 
feelings, typically Wonderoian. The song comes in four 
verses and two choruses and a bridge. 

The Tirst verse sets the situation. Austin sings that a 
love she once had, one "that came easily" has now 
Filled her heart with pain. She asks herself why, after an 
undetermined amount of time, she was jilted by a man. 
The chorus indicates why a love may go sour: ego, a 
common curse of entertainers, performers, and 
musicians.

Usually Calm Holiday Hectic For Health Staff

The good Mwi: there have been no reports of com- 
pleted suicides over the holidays in Virginia Beach. 

TW bad acivt: caUs for emeriency psychaitric inter- 
vdktion were anusuaOy high this year in Virginia Beach, 
numbering 23. 

"I haven't heard of any completed suicides over the 
holidays," said SUp Saattl, supervisor, emergency ser- 
vices unit, Virginia Beach Department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation. "But I know our emergency 
workers had very busy weekends over Christmas and 
New Year's." 

Without divulgiiig the exaa number of cases requiring 
commitment to local psychaitric institutions, Santti 
said, "there was much commitment activity, bancaUy 
with suicide attempts, and with cases of those who 
exhibited assaultive behavior, or were a threat to them- 
selves or thdr enviroiunent. ' ' 

Santti said emergency mental health workers worked 
feverishly around the clock over the . Christmas 
weekend, assisting either local police or residents, or 
both, in emergency psychaitric intervention. 

"Usually the holidays are slow," Santti said. "The 
spring is whien our case loads usually increase. But this 
holiday season we have been going constantly. We han- 
dled about 15 cases over Christmas and about 10 more 
during the ensuing week and over New Year's. All the 
casei involved different individuals, and all were serious 
psychaitric emergencies." 

Santti said most of the cases were females, with only a 
few males and adolescents requiring emergency mental 
health services. Santti also said his reporu only reflect 
emergencies in the priyate sector, noting that most 
military emergency mental health cases would be han- 
dled at military facilities. Most of the emergencies oc- 
cured in the evenings. 

Santti said usually Christmas holidays serve to hold 



the family unit intact. There's the normal post-lKdklay 
Mues, hut thb year for some reaaon. the blues had more 
severe ramificati<MU than in yean prior. 

"In years past, mental hodth pfoUems usually cafan 
down over the holidays." Santti said. "Family BMmbers 
are together, and there aren't usually aren't as many 
probkms." 

This year was different, possibly because of timing. 

"Everyone had timed themselves for the big event, 
either Christmas or New Years, and often when the 
events were over they didn't know what to do," Santti 
said. "Three day weekends gave peofde identy of time 
to get dep r essed, and the rainy weather, didn't help the 
nutter." 

Santti said economic pressures on some peopk, 
because of health care benefit cuts, also adversely affect 
psychological dispositions.

"The public needs to be educated." Santti saidj 
"They need to know how to deal with the holiday Uv 
and dqiression, and its normal for these things to 
cur." 

Santti said most people have short-term and a long 
term goals, and that when the goals are reached, a men- 
tal hill may form. Even if an attempted suicide is a result 
of the dq>ression, that does not mean the person is 
necessarily mentally ill. 

"Peopk must quickly re-establish their goals after the : 
bcriidays end." Santti said.

In the second precinct, 
Virginia Beach Police

Rorrer also said the new 
year's holidays were 
quieter than usual. 

Third Precinct Sergeant 
G. O. Andrews said, gen- 
erally it was quiet where 
he was, reporting, "we 
had the normal amount of 
accidents, about 30, and 
about five or six suicide 
attempts." 



TWO burglaries occured 
in the third precinct.

Council Concerned With Community Health 

Avalon Terrace Residents Lose Fight 



ResidenU of Avakw Terrace have lost their fight to 
keep their septic tanks and will be forced to hook up to 
the city sewer system. 

Virginia BMch City Council Monday afternoon 
cleared the way for sewer installation in the area by 
authorizing City Manager George L. Hanbury to 
acquire the required right of way for the sewer construc- 
tion project. 

However, Hanbury also was asked to investigate 
charges that residents were misled into making expen- 
sive improvements to septic systems with the under-^ 
standing that city sewer would not be available aiQr time ^ 
soon. 

Karen Mitchum, of 609 Baden Avenue, said she spent 
$1400 for a new septic system when she built an addition 
to her home in 1980. She said she had inquired about 
city sewer but that the Health Department, which had to 
approve the septic tank and draw plans for it, said 
nothing about the approaching sewer system. 

Avalon Terrace, where Ms. Mitchum lives, is one of 
the areas identified by the Health Department as a 
potential health hazard. Health Director Dr. George C. 
Sjolund said that the systems are over 15 years old and 
15 have needed repairs in the last ten years with a 
current failure rate of more than 10 percent. When a 
failure does occur, he said, sewage effluent lies above 
ground and runs off according to the surface drainage 
pattern which constitutes a health hazard. Since sewers 
cannot be added when the property is condemned, they 
have to be available ahead of time, he said. 

Opponents of city sewer maintain that their septic 
tanks are adequate and that city sewer costs are too 
high. The property owners will have to pay as much as 
$4,000 for dty fees and hook-up costs and private 
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(dumbing costs. 
S(Hne residents favor city sewers. 
Dee Kershaw, of 713 Avalon Avenue, said the 
development is one of the older neighborhoods in the 
dty' and that she was forced to hook up in 1975. She is 
concerned now about the health hazards posed by the 
septic tsinks in an area of high water ubles. She asked, 
however, that the dty provide for some flexibility in the 
schedule of payments because of the many older 
residents and retirees who are on fixed incomes. She 
said that if the ndghborhood had been presented alter- 
natives for payment, the divisiveness in the neigh- 
borhood would not have occurred. 

The dty presently has exemptions and installation 
plans for utility payments. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that Kershaw 
was talking about liberalizing the dty's plan. 

John Fisk said that over 90 percent of the residenU do 
not want or need dty sewer. He said that less than 40 
homes are on sites less than an acre and that he knew of 
no malfunctioning septic tank. 

He suggested that if the dty went ahead with the plan 
it should give residents up to three years to pay the 
costs. William H. Poole suggested that people should be 
required to hook up only when thdr septic tanks fail. 

Madeline Powell said that a neighbor of hers had the 
same experience as the Mitchums. She said requiring the 
hook-ups places an unfair burden on the people. 

Coundhnan Rdd Ervin said that the entenwise 
system is designed to bring everybody into the system so 
that everybody would share the cost. All that the 
statement of Dr. Sjolund does, he said, is change the 
priorities. Regardless, all will get sewers, he said. It's 
just a matter of when. He said that everybody wants to 
blame Dr. Sjolund and that Council seems like an ogre. 
Coundhnan John A. Baum said that septic tanks are 
designed for rural areas. They inevitably end up wtth 
poUution and nitrogen seeping up through the sod. He

Councilman Patrick L. Standing said that even if the 
bond issue had failed the dty would have been forced to 
put sewers in areas where a health hazard exists. 

Pollution from septic tanks has been the experience of 
all health departments in the nation, Baum said. 

Ervin said the systems will gradually pollute the 
ground-water system. "It took Lbve Canal 30 years to 
show up," he said. 

Coundlwoman Barbara Henley said that the Health 
Department now denies septic tank permits even on 
large acreages. 

Coundlwman Reba McClanan cast the sole vote 
against afcquiring the right of way.

Priorities Set 



Traffic Signals, 
More Personnel 



Six Seats Up 



The city is so far behind 
in the installatioo of traf- 
flc signals that Virginia 
Beach City Council has 
unfrozen three positions 
among the 46 frozen last 
year in an economy move. 

To compensate for the 
restoration of the three 
traffic engineering 
technician po»t'ons in the 
Public Works Department, 
City Manager George L. 
Hanbury will select three 
other positions at com- 
parable salaries (at the 
$1<).000 to $12,000 range) 
to freeze. They will be 
selected among openings 
which are not presently 
fllied. 

Twenty of the 46 
positions previously were 
reinstated and Council 
seemed reluctant to add 
more without a trade-off. 

At an informal meeting 
of Council Monday after- 
noon, Hanbury said the 
city was 24 months behind 
iVi installation of the 
signals. He submitted a 
priority schedule listing 36 
projects. He said that at 
the rate the requests for 
signalizations have been 
coming in the city has a 
backlog which will take 
the next four to five years 
to complete. 

Public Works Director 
Oral Lambert said the ad- 
ditional personnel will 
allow the city to utilize 
equipment it has. The 
technicians will add a 
fourth man to the two- 
man crew on the day shift, 
a second man on the mid- 
night to 8 a.m. shift and a 
maintenance worker.

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan wanted to 
know whether Hanbury's 
request meant that he in- 
tended to restore all 46 
positions. She said the city 
needed to be very hesitant 
about taking the money. 
"I want to keep the fund 
as high as possible," she 
said. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
said that "once you get 
people on the payroll you 
never get rid of them." He 
suggested having the work 
done by a contractor. 

Hanbury said that the 
dty has a backlog of four 
to Tive yean and couldn't 
recommend a contractor. 
He said the dty has many 



inquiries from citizens 
about the signab and that 
they can't understand why 
the work isn't done im- 
mediately. "Your're 
going to continue to hear 
from civic leagues," he 
said. 

Mayor Dr. J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. said that roads 
are the dty's number one 
problem and that the 
problem should be ad- 
dressed. 

Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober agreed and 
said that if only one per- 
son could be prevented 
from getting maimed in an 
accident the city should 
consider speeding up the 
installation of the signals. 

Councilman E. T. 
Buchanan suggested a 
trade-off and Hanbury 
agreed to do that.

State Is Dragging Feet 



Delays in the Princess 
Anne Road construction 
project will cost the city of 
Virginia Beach millions of 
dollars, and all. City 
Manager George L. Han- 
bury said, because the 
state is "dragging its 
feet." 

"The state is not paying 
one penny of it," Han- 
bury told City Coundl at 
an informal session Mon- 
day afternoon, but "the 
State has done nothing but 
drag its feet." 

Hanbury said he had 
called Harold C. King, 
Department of Highways 
and Transportation 
Commissioner, and writ- 
ten letters for four years. 



The project was started in 
1976, but the road still 
seems to be two years 
away from advertising for 
bids. 

In a recent letter to 
King, City Public Works 
Director Oral Lambert 
pointed out that in a letter 
dated April 7, 1980 King 
said the project would be 
ready for advertising for 
bids no sooner than the 
latter part of 1981, but 
"the best advice that we 
have from the Department 
is that the project is still 
some two years away f rtMn 
advertisement.'.' 

The road is being fun- 
ded 44 percent by the 
Navy from defense aooess 



funds and 56 percent from 
the city. The N^vy, 
however, bases its psii- 
ticipation on estimates 
done in 1977 and has a 
ceiling of $1.1 million. 
The project then was 
estimated a^ $2.5 million 
placing the city's 56 per- 
cent at $1.4 million. The 
current estimate is $4.4 
million increasing the 
city's partidpation to $2.1 
million or more. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said she spoke 
to her husband. State 
Delegate Glenn Mc- 
Clanan. who karned the 
pUns were in Suffolk and 
that the dty had hem ex- 
pected to acquire the 



necessary right of way in 
ten to 12 months. She said 
the dty was supposed to 
have acquired 80 percent 
when it acquired 20 per- 
cent.

Alternatives Sought 



Schools Losing Impact Funds 



Virginia Beach schools 
already face a loss in 
Federal impact aid for the 
current fiscal year, but 
Superintendent of Schools 
E. E. Brickell expects to 
lose all of the aid in the 
future. 

In a report to School 
Board and City Council 
members released Mon- 
day afternoon, Brickell 
suggested a joint meeting 
of the two groups to study 
various alternatives "so 
that we will all be moving 
in the same acceptable 
direction in attempting to 
effect a solution to this 
very complex problem." 

He said he would begin 



to prepare various alter- 
natives to impact aid early 
this year. %9 

Brickell said Virginia 
Beach will still be left with 
a substantial number of 
federally-conneaed child- 
ren to educate. Impact aid 
is based on the number of 
federally-connected child- 
ren in a school system. 

He said Congressman 
William Whitchurst's of- 
fice reported the total 
impact aid for the 1981-82 
school year would be 
$5,432,944 or approxi- 
mately $1.6 million short 
of the t7 milli<Mi bud- 
geted. The difference 
would be made up from 



the ccmtingency fund, Qty 
Manager George L Han- 
bury said. The fund was 



increased during the bud- 
getary process in antid- 
pation of the cut.

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Beach Toll Road Defines City Growth 

Expressway Influences 
Millions Of People 

Most Latin students can tell you that "All Gaul is 
divided into three parts." Virginia Beach residenu can 
tell you that all Virginia Beach is divided into two parts - 
by the Vlr|iBta Beach-Norfolk Expressway. 

Proposed in 1962 by then Norf(A Senator Robert F. 
Baldwin, Jr., he urged its construction by telling his 
colleagues in the Gcaerai AascnMy that there fs an 
"...urgent need for a new lunited access highway bet- 
ween Norfolk and Virginia Beach." Only IS years later 
(December 1 , 1967) the Expressway was opened. 

Construction began October 29, 1965. Its initial 12.1 
miles cost S34 million. (This amount went for construc- 
tion, right of way acquisition, financing expenses, and 
capitdiattioo'of bond interest). The roadway averages .48 
feet in width and the concrete lanes are nine inches 
thick.

With this project a new precedmt was esUblished by 
the Virgiiila Highway Departacnt. While the Ex- 
pressway i»ould be maintained by highway funds, the 
toll revenue would be used for operational costs and to 
retire the debt. Gross revenues in 1980 were $6.1 12,7,10; 
net.SS.19S.016. 

Payment of tolls has always been an emotional as well 
as a political issue for Beach residents. A study com- 
mission was established in 1976 by the Virginia General 
Assembly to examine the current debt service, planned 
improvements, the feasibility of computer tickets, and 
whether or not the tolls could be reduced. In its 1978 
report, the Commission recommended construction im- 
provements and the elimination of tolls - not now - but 
1 5 years earlier than the original date (2005). 

Tile changiBg road 

Since its opening, the toll road has undergone con- 
siderable changes. Lanes have been added, bridges 
widened, and new interchanges planned and/or built. 

Some people contend that these modifications are due 
to the tremendous increase in traffic caused by the rapid 
growth of our city's population. 1 contend that it is just 
the opposite. That Virginia Beach's rapid growth was 
initiated by the opening of the toll road. In addition,- I 
propose that the city's actual development to a large ex- 
tent has been defined by the toll road - specifically, 
placement of exits and interchanges. 

Prior to completion to the toll road, a person could 
get from Norfolk to the Beach by using Virginia Beach 
Boulevard on Shore Drive. Even then thej^were roads 
largely over capacity. It was quite a trip from downtown 
Norfolk to downtown Virginia Beach. One certainly 
thought twice about making it. 

Then everything changed. The toll road opened - 
giving a person a straight line, unobstructed (well, it was 
worth one stop at the toll booth!) access route to the 
Beach. And for the first time people who were concer- 
ned about their children and their education and who 
were leary of school busing had presented to them am 
escape route. (Two years after its opening, the Virginias 
Beach population had increased by almost 5,000 studen- 
ts). 

Combined with improvements to 1-64. Virginia Beach 
became "close" to all of Tidewater. 

City growth corriror; fcdlowed toll road exits. 
Examine the Independence Boulevard area, the 
Newtown-Kempsville area, and the Great Neck/Little

The fanuly lives 
in a two stpry apartment 
at 3959 Marina Lake 
Drive, in the Windsor 
Lake Apartment complex 
off South Plaza Trail. 

J. C. TQkt the Sun that 
Paul, a third grader, saw 
qnu-ks when he went to his 
bedroom to cut on the 
lights. 

"The Hfhts wottldikH 
come on,"^.C. nid. "so 
Paul unplugged the elec- 
trical cord from the wall." 
Paul told J.C. and his 
mother of the sparks and 



J.C. in turn called the fire 
department. . 

According to J.C, 
Who, at 14 says he's 
waiting until he is 17 whra 
he can become a Virginia 
Beach volunteer fire 
fighter, said the Are 
department responded one 
minute IS seconds after 
the family placed the call. 

"The fire department, 
told us not to use the 
plugs," J.C. said. "They 
said they were gcxog to red 
tag the electrical outlet, ^ 
and we were not to use it 
unto it had been repaired 
and the fire department 
prevention unit had in- 
spected it again. The apar- 
tment complex main- 
tenance man came and 
repaired the socket the 
next morning." 

J.C. said the family had 
only been' Uving Itt the 
apartment two months 
when the sparks began 
flying. But it was the first 
alarm they had eiqierien- 
ced there.

Raffle Denied, 10 - 

Council Puts PoseidiaOn Square One 



The Posddia Institute is 
back on square one in its 
efforts to win Virginia 
Beach City Council a|>- 
proval of its SfO million 
raffle. 

Council Monday after- 
noon by I vote of 104 
denied the Institute a raf- 
fle permit on the basis of 
its original application. A 
new application, prepared 
to address questions raised 
by an opinion of State At- 
torney General Marshall 
Coleman, will have to go 
through the permit 
process ail over again. 

During consideration of 
the permit last fall, Coun- 
cil deferred action until 
opinions could be .secured 
from the attorney general 
on the use to nfrhich the 
proceeds would be put and 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service regarding the tax 
exempt status of the 
organization. 

The attorney general 
returned an opinion 
questioning the non-profit 
status of the organization 
because of its intended 
purpose to use proceeds to 
develop a housing 
development, a commer- 
cial endeavor. 

The new application 
states that an endowment 
will be established by in- 
vesting in bonds of the 
Virginia Housing 
Development Authority 
(VHDA), insofar as prac- 
ticable, and income firom 
these investments shall be 
employed in the expansion 
of physical facilities, staff, 
research, education and 
other programs of the 
organization. 

The original application 
would use proceeds to 
purchase property in 
southeastern Virginia on 
which a community of en- 
vironmentally superior 
and compatible homes 
would be constructed. The 
housing was to be offered 
by drawing to people 
meeting certain criteria 
dealing with income and 
previous inability to 
qualify for other housing. 
The Board was to provide 



financing for such housing 
at a ntMiiinal 10 percent in- 
terest rate. 

The original drawing 
was to be beU Oct. 9 of 
last year. The changed ap- 
plication shows Feb. 26, 
1963 as the date of the 
drawing. 

Two million raffle 
tickets are expected to be 
sold for SS apiece with a 
total of S4 million to be 
given in prizes. The grand 
prize would be SI. 3 
million. 

It is the size of the raffle 
which made Council reluc- 
tant to approve the permit 
before receiving 

reassurances from both 
the attorney general and 
the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. Poseidia has 
requested an opinion from 
the IRS but has yet to 
receive an answer. 

Monday afternoon, 
Jean Campbell, executive 
director of Poseidia, 
presented a letter from the 
organization's attorney, 
Charles E. Poston, 
proposing the "amended" 
application. Council 
chose, however, to deny 
the original application 
and treat the amended ap- 
plication as a new ap- 
plication. 

Poston states in the let- 
tCT that the changes in the 
amended i4>plication are 
to comply with the attor- 
ney geuCTal's answer of 
Dec. 16. He says that his 
client is not in total 
agreement with the attor- 
ney general's opinion. 

He says that the funds 
raised from the raffle will 
be invested in securities 
^>proved by the Code of 
Virginia for investments 
by fiduciaries. 

The letter states that 
Poseidia has retained 
Robert S. Bromberg, an 
authority in tax law regar- 
ding nonprofit 

organizations, who has 
filed a request with the 
IRS for a ruling on the ef- 
fects, if any, the raffle 
may have on the organiz- 
ation's non-profit status 
insofar as the Internal 



Revenue Code b coocct- 
ned. 

Poston also states that 
he has advised his dient to 
refrain ftom any further 
comment to the press until 
Council has taken final ac- 
tion. 

The letter was submit- 
ted to Council on Friday. 



The matter was irfaccd on 

the agenda at the diicction 
of Vice Mayw Harold 
Heischober in the absence 
of Mayor Dr. J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. 

Denial was tied to the 
attorney general's opinion 
that the intended purposes 
of the proceeds of the raf- 



fle go beyond the diarter 
purposes of the 
organization. 

McCoy said that the 
denial of the ^>plicatioo 
had nothing to do with the 
amended or new ap- 
plication. 

City Muiager George 
L. Hanbury said that he 



would prooeas the new ap- 
plication in the tame 
manner as the old. Raffle 
permits are imcstltated 1^ 
the Police Department 
whidi denied the oiginial 
apptication. It subaequen- 
ify wai recommended f<x 
approval by Hanbury sin- 
ce it anMrently met all 
requirements of the dty.

The sitoation to wUdi the Bcadi Botoo^ omm- 
dlman refers to. roatUy. is tliis: later this wedc it will 
be revcakd that anusuaUy high, and possibly deleterious 
concentrations of padiotens have been fmmd over 14 
acres of land located between Lasldn Road and Arctic 
ad)| Adtic Avenues in tlie prime resort section of the 
dty. Pathofens are bacteria or viruses capaUe of 
causing infection or disease. 

Also present io the controversial oceanside mar- 
shland, according to environmental microbiologist Dr. 
Carl Erfcenbrechcr, are high concentrations of 
salmonella, a bacteria causing stomach cramps, 
diarrhea, fever, nausea, and vomiting. (A salmonella in- 
fection is a disease simim but milder than typhoid 
fever. Tyi^(Hd feva enters the body through infected 
water, milk, seafood, or by contagion from a person 
harbCHing typhoid germs. Cases nowadays of it are very 
rare). 

Erkenbrecher also reports from results of three 
studies he conducted at the marsh, that the fecal counts 
in the water, whidi in essence is Little Neck Creek and 
its tributaries, ranee from 83 to 1.200 times above nor- 
mal, heatthy criteria. He said this contamination has 
been caused by 12 years of pumping the sewerage^ or 
mildly treated effluent, by the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District into that area. 

Erkenbrecher. an assistant professor. Department of 
Biological Sciences, (M Dominion University, Norfdk, 
performed these particular studies per request from 
Virginia Beach bosmessman and owner of the land in 
question. Jeny F. McDouMffl. McDonnell, who has 
sought to develop the land for ctHnmerdal use, is 
curroitly suing the Hampton Roads Sanitation District, 
charging that the agency is responsible for pumping 
millions of gaUons and tons of raw sewerage, or 
inadequately treated sewerage onto and into his pr(^)er- 
ty without regard for community heahh. The sewerage 
is supposed to go from area sewer lines to an upcoming 
new sewvafe station localed off Old Dam Neck Road. 
But, it is charged, the sewer lines in use are old, cracked 

and leaky, often backing up during heavy rains. The 
Arctic Avenue marsh has consequently become foul 
smdling. ugly, and possibly a health threat to the 
surrounding coB unun ity. Sources say however, that this 
spring when the new Atlantic treatment sewerage treat- 
ment plaat toes into operation, much of the chanca for 
conlSntied backed up sewerage in that area is greatly 
reducml. Although it b not certain whether there might 
not be some oth« area marshes that may be uifected. 

The shocking fhidings of Erkenbrecher will formally 
be pnsaited to the Virginia Water Control Board later 
this week. The Board is currently engaged in considerhig 

the issuance of a permit to the Hampton Roads 
Santtation District which would allow HRSD to con- 
tinue engaging in a national pollutant discharge 
eUmination system. 

The Board has yet to reapprove the permit, according 
to BUI WoodHa, director, division of applied

technology, state water control board. Tidewater office.

Woodfin said this type of pollution can happen and 
envisions two possible solutions. 

"I say the section is twtrfbid." Woodfin said. "First, 
we expect that with the advent of the Atbmtic treatment 
iriant, the current situation will decrease greatly. Secon- 
dly, we need to go back to the gravity Unes running un- 
der the city streets and rqiair them to reduce the in- 
filtration in and out of the lines. This is a chronic 
ivoblem along some coastal regions, and I don't know 
why." Woodfin also said the board was not conducting 
its own tests, knowing Erkenbrecher had been at the 
task since last December. 



Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
says high pathogen counts normal and 
no threat to community health 



Dr. G. Slahnd. director of the Virginia Beadi Health 
Department said his department has not been convinced 
a health hazard exists m the questionable area. ^^ 

"It's become a political issue 1 guess," SJohmd said. 
"I don't know wlutt the ultimate outcome will be. 

"To our knowledge, there has been no change hi the 
characteristics of that swamp for years," he continued. 
"Well contuiue to lock mto the situatimi but there are 
no plans now to conduct our own tesu."^ 

C'ffliiK*'""" Kitchm, who hves within a mile of the 
site, said he has been aware diat raw sewerage has been 
pumped hi the site, but assets that before it can be 
determined what to do about the mess, it has to be 
determined what the mess is. 

"We have to decide whether or not the marsh is in- 
deed a marsh, or wetlands, which need to be preserr 
ved." Kitdiin said, "and if not, what do we do about it. 
We must also allow for extenuatuig circumstances, 
however, because of the marsh's relation to the area's 
tidal basin, or ground water holding abihty." 

Kitchin said you just can't stop the sewerage flow 
from bypassing at Arctic Avenue en route to-the treat- 
ment station at Old Dam Neck road because in event of 
rain, raw sewerage would then begm to flow up through 
man holes in city streets. 

Kitchin said tfiat if tiie parcels of land are hideed bona 
fide wetiands, McDonnell has no authority over it. He 
draws from a previous case where a nearby Colonial 
Store sought the land for warehouse development, but 
was denied by court action because of the inherent 
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ecolo^cal value of the land, plus the proposal would 
have caUed for the closing of 28th Street. 

Kitchin notes that the water control board is a 
political board appointed by the governor. It has the 
right to set priorities as to which sections of the state will 
receive sUte funds for iocal sewer installations or 
repairs. Kitchin said that six or seven years ago the city 
tried to get funds for sewers, noting that at that time 
many local residents were using septic tanks. Some 
people tied into a dty sewer system others didn't. Kit- 
chin suggests'that the city at that time possibly should 
have unposed taxes to fund needed sewer liiMS nad 
sewerage treatment phmts. 

As the situation stands now. htigation has erupted but 
nothing has been done to determine exactly what to do 
about the land. Even If it is covered with commer- 
daUsm, it is not certain whether or not the bacteria 
would cease to pose a potential health hazard. 

Princess Anne bm owner Scott Steriiag suggests the 
dty dump three foot of treated sand on it hnmediately, 
just on general prindple. 

Erkenbrecher, who is a four year Virginia Beach* 
resident now living in Kempsville. said he was frankly 
shocked by his findings. He said he was fwther shocked 
to read last weekend in the Beacon that the HRSD 
reported it has not bypassed sewerage in that area for 
the past year. If that's true, Erkenbrecher said, and the 
bacteria counts are as hi^ as they are a year after the 
last pumping, some Virginia Beach residents have even a 
bigger community health wcHry than anyone has yet 
imagined. 

nm Boffbcfff , pubUc mformation officer, Hamptm 
Roads Sanitation District, said high concentratioos of 
iMicteria in im^hianH* are common, aHegmg most of 
the germs come fTOTi local ground water runoff. 

"We are not m favor of any type of sewerage 
bypassuig" Borberg said, "But you have to understand 
we have hihetited this problem. The dty knows it has 
tdd sewer Unes and officials are working with us to un- 
prwt the situation. The new treatment plant wiD rdieve 

the situation unmensdy." 
Borberg said the latest newspaper artide on the marsh 

was misleadiiig. 

"The Beacon reporter misunderstood," he said. "I 
didn't say he hadn't bypassed there in a year. The fact 
is, the but sewerage b^>ass ocoved last October and 
lasted for only two hours. " 

Borberg said local and sute health officials report 
there is no health hazard present at the Arctic Avenue 
location. He said there are no pUms now for cleaning up 
the area. 

"You're presupposing that there is a health problem 
there," he said. "This situation is not unusual. There is 
always much drainage runoff in urban areas. These 
areas yield high bacteria counts. The marsh is subject to 
tidal action and actually cleanses itself over time." 

Borberg said the HRSD has spent $325 million over 
the years updating and improving local sewerage treat- 
ment and bypass station. The Arctic Avenue site is just 
one of the last ones to get attention. 

Borberg said if tiie land is determined to be wetiands. 
which repcwtedly it has been in the past, devdopment 
will not occur on the land. He would not cmnment on 
the Uiw suit initiated by McDonnell. 

Borberg said the HRSD will not condud itt own 
healUi tests at the Arrtic Avenue site, but will rdy on 
reports from regulatory agendes. 

"Sewerage systems built years ago just are not as 
tightiy buift as they are today," he said, "and w^re 
working to improve tiiem."

Thi!> newspaper editor has a musicaJ bias. It leans 
toward jaz/. 

Don't ask why, it doesn't nutter. The gentleman 
claims to have been raised on rock, lis true, but just as 
a man changes his style of clothes, or women, be may 
also switch his musical tastes. 

Not everyone likes jazz. Nor should it be universally 
popular. Thinking that not everyone likes bhiesy syn- 
copated rhythms is half the pleasure of experiencing it. 
Jazz music is truly American, developed from 
traditional ragtime and blues progressions, but 
mdodically accentuated, and improvised by the unique, 
gifted interpreutions of the musical jazzmen.

But this is the first 
one in the Tidewater area. Old Dominion University, 
for example. occassionaUy fires up its dormitory radio 
sution. There are students to manage the station, but 
lack of funding has limited broadcasts to the first two 
floors of Gresham and Rogers HaOs.

radio dial uroed in on that frequency. Fate, one might 
say. But there, out of nowhere, "the total experience in 
jazz" WM wo6ing the driver's ears. 

"What station is this," the enraptured auto driver 
wondered. "Where did it ctxte from?" 

Wdl, it didn't take a genhu to figure out that WNSB 
stood fw W-Norfolk State Broadcasting. WNSB of* 
fered an escape from the moronic cries of some of the 
odier FM stations, one of wtddi has been recenUy drop- 
ped from the ratings book. 

Oranted. earty on, the station had ite ups and downs. 
For Instance, one day last Summer the local news an- 
nouncer confused Marion Whitehurst, then 
Chesapeake's mayor, and Chesapeake's Gty Manager 
John J4axwdl in an afternoon broadcast. But the 
mistake was excusable because the announcer was not a 
profesrional, of whidi many of them make mistakes, 
but just a reguhv old college student with gute enough 
to get in fktmt of the microphone and try it. You show 
me a man who never strikes out, and we'll sign him with 
the Yankees, But seriously, the (Mily man who ever 
makes mistakes are drones. 

Ed Turner said at the heart of the WNSB operation is 
a group of young men and women striving to make FM 
91 as profesrional as any other Tidewater radio station 
on the airt New faces are seen at the station each 
semester. 

Turner, resicUng in the Lynnhaven section of the dty, 
briefly worked with Landmark GfMiimuiiications as a 



news production assistant. He graduated from NSU in 
1973 with a degree in art. with a minor in mass OMn- 
munications. The communications department . hired 
him the same year as a graphics artist. He's currently 
working on his master's degree in communications part- 
time and devoting full-time to the success of WNSB. 

Turner said it took motivation and money to make 
the radio station, with a staff of 18 student announcen 
and news pec^, including two otha Virginia Beach 
residents, a reality. 

"We realized a deqxrate need, and an opportunity 
fw our students to receive a realistic insight as to what it 
takes to get a job in the radio fidd," Turner . 32, said. 
"We need to i^ve the students an opportunity to get 
practical experience so they could in turn secure jobs in 
the fidkl upon graduation." Turner notes that already 
several current and former WNSB staffers are employed 
by several of the area's leading commercial radio 
stations. 

To turn the DJ dream into a FM reality, the NSU 
board of visitors had to petition the FCC and sub- 
sequently reodved a federal grant to cover the initial 
$17,000 needed for broadcasting equipment. 

In turn, WNSB gaofaated 1 ,000 watts of power which 
is now disposed from Yorktown to the occanfront, 
reachmg about 10,000 listeners or about two per coit of 
the area's housdidlds. Later next month, at a cost bet- 
ween $13,000 and $15,000, WNSB wiU broadcast in 
stereo. Its power wattage wffl increase to 10,000. 

Tum« said the Tidewater market is . very com- 



petitive, counting about 37 different sUtions locally 
from which listeners may dioose. 

WNSB is one of the newest stations to reach the 
public airwaves in recent years. WVAB AM in Virginia 
Beach is coming back, and another FM station with 
30,000 watts is projected within the next five or six 
years. 

From NSU's viewpoint, the success of WNSB enhan- 
ces the school's mass communications program, beefs 
up its affirmative action, and increases the chances of its 
mass communications graduates to get jobs after 
college. 

The aforementioned reasons are actually the ones 
lending to the existance of WNSB. The station was not 
established as a progressive new jazz outlet. 

"This particular market is not attuned to jazz," Tur- 
ner said. "Even though there is a growing awareness of 
jazz. fuU-time commerical musical jazz format would 
not be a profitable venture right now . ' ' 

WTJZ. AM. in Portsmouth employs a full-time jazz 
format spimsored by commercially paid advertising. It 
has been on the air three or four years now. but doub- 
tless has fewer listeners than WNSB. 

Public response to WNSB has been terrific. Turner 
said, with the only complaint being that the station is 
not on the air long enough daily. It signs on at 10 a.m. 
and off again at 10 p.m. seven days a week. After all, 
although the music is good, bright young students must 
be allowed to find time for studying.

Council Accepts His Resignation 



Hanbury Served Gity For Eight Years 



Gcorse L. Hanbury, 

who became city manager 
of the City of Virginia 
Beach eight years ago at 
the age of 30, resigned 
Tuesday morning. 

His resignation was ac- 
cepted by a 9-2 vote of 
City Council at 1:33 p.m. 
at the special meeting 
whidi started at 10 a.m. 
Shortly after the meeting 
opened. Council went into 
executive session and 
remained closeted until 
the resignation was pur- 
posed. CoaacUBan Dr. 
Clarcacc A. HoUaad, who 
had been absent durina 



the meeting, arrived in 
time to cast his vote. He 
and CoancUnuui Patrick 
L. Standing were the only 
Council members voting 
against accepting the 
resignation. 

Councilman John A. 
Baam voted to accept the 
resignation "with reluc- 
tance" and Vice Ibfayor 
Harold HeiscliolMr did so 
with "deep reluctance." 

Council also had a 90 
minute executive session 
following the regular 
Council meeting Monday 
afternoon. At issue is 
Hanbury's handling of the 



tap and line fees for 
Pavilion Towers. 

First mention of 
dismissing Hanbury was 
made afte^ Council lear- 
ned last week that he had 
charged reduced developer 
tap and line fees to the 
developers x>f Pavilion 
Towers. At an informal 
session of Council Mon- 
day afternoon, Hanbury 
released a prepared state- 
ment giving his side of the 
story, which, he said, had 
been distorted in the press. 

Hanbury will end his ac- 
tive employment with the 
City on April 1 with the 



submission of the Fiscal 
Year 1982-83 Operating 
Budget. His employment 
will be terminated effec- 
tive June 30, 1982. 

In his statement Han- 
bury said, "As always, I 
accept the majority 
decision of the Council 
and hereby tender my 
resignation. 

"Since 1970 I have en- 
joyed working for the 
citizens and various coun- 
cils of this city and I have 
relished the opportunity to 
be a parf of this great 
city's history and future."

< Continued from Pate 3 
accept the Charlotte post, 
and had ho regrets. "I've 
enjoyed doing what I've 
been doing. I enjoy being 
a public servant." 

If he is dismissed, he 
said, be believes it would 
be because of a feeling 
"that I have not treated 
everyone equally." He 
disagrees. He said he was 
always an advocate of 
communication. 

The reduced rates were 
extended last November. 

When first employed by 
the city. Hanbury said he 
entered in a memorandum 
of understanding with 
Council. At least two of 
the provisions have since 
been negated by no action 
on his part-that the city 
manager and his wife 
would attend all functions 
related to business at the 
city's expense and that the 
city manager would 
receive pay raises along 
with other city employees. 
, Another provision calls 
for three months severan- 
ce pay. 

"I think the managers 
are by large becoming 
more political. I still have 



a high admiration for the 
Council - manager form 
of government. The 
manager as he has evcrived 
has to be more politicaUy 
aentive and must be more 
ofadipkMnat." 

In approving the 
reduced rates to the 
developer E. S. Garcia 
and Associates, Hanbury 
said that he was acting 
under a long standing 
policy of promoting the 
economic development of 
the city. He said that he 
did not give preferential 
treatment to the 
developers of Pavilion 
Towers, as charged in a 
newspaper article. 

The reduced rates which 
saved the developers 
$116,000 were approved 
last November, but he 
mentioned them to Coun- 
cil last week because 
another individual had 
requested developer fees 
for sewer connections in 
an entirely different 
situation than Pavilion 
Towers. He said the in- 
dividual wax granted 



developer line fees for 
water, deferred site im- 
provements for three years 
and tax exempt indusdial 
revenue bonds, but still 
feh that the dty had not 
been fair with him. 

He learned shortly after 
the Councfl meeting on 
Jan. 4 that "the situation 
would be distorted in the 
press" and- therefore in- 
formed CouiKnl of the 
potential problem. 

After presenting his 
statement, Hanbury said, 
"Whether I acted properly 
or not in the Pavilion 
Towers situation or exer- 
cised good judgment in 
not telling Coun- 
cil... Needless to say I feel 
the allegations were false. 
"He said it was unfortun- 
ate that four of you have 
mentioned terminating my 
employment on the basis 
of the report." The four 
Council members referred 
to were Mayor J. Henry 
McCoy Jr., Councilman 
Reid Ervin, and Council- 
women Meyera Obemdorf 
and Reba McClanan. 
However, only three

I know I am ready for the day when I put my fountain 
pen in my inside coat pocket and my handkerchief

As I finished "getting ready" last week, I asked 
myself why I felt I needed the handkerchief and the pen. 
They certainly aren't necessities. Most people don't 
carry them - but I do and I think it important to do so. 

C9II it ego. Call it vanity. Call it what you will - but in 
my opinion the true mark of a gentleman (isn't that a 
curiously old-fashioned word) is that he always carries 
these items. 

It seems to me that handkerchiefs are increasing in 
popularity. Fashion magazines, department store adver- 
tisements - all tend to show the model well turned out 
and having his pocket square firmly in position. I guess 
#e can blame this on the Romans. 

Handkerchiefs first appeared tluring Roman times. 
They were large pieces of material, usually silk, literally 
held in the hand. They were more decorative than 
useful. Because of their expense, only the wealthy could 



afford them. 

Venice in the Middle Ages became the home of han- 
dkerchiefs. Woven on hundreds of hand looms, they 
were made of the costliest of silks and brocades. Middle 
Age nobility vied with one another as to who could own 
the most and t^ finest. 

In the Sevemeenth Century, Louis VI issued a decree 
stating that from henceforth all handkerchiefs were to 
be square if produced and/or worn in France. (I know 
people were glad to have that clarification.) 

By the 19th Century the standard handkerchief for a 
male was an 18-inch square. Any number of elaborate 
folding techniques were in use, and bright color was the 
standard. Today's standard is that of the white han- 
dkerchief, usually of silk or of very fine linen or cotton. 
- Fountain pens are not as old as handkerchiefs. They 
only date back to 16S7 when two Dutch travelers recor- 
ded in their travd journal that they had seen a "silver 
pen" in Paris. Samuel Pepys, the noted English diarist, 
records in 1663 that he was given a "silver reservoir 
pen." 

The only problem with early fountain peiu was that 
the ink flow into the pen's rib couldn't be r^ulated. L. 
E. Waterman, an insurance agent, patented a pen that 
could. He did so out of self defense. Hf was getting 
ready to sdl the biggest poUcy of his career whoi a pen 
malfunctioned spraying himself and his client who 
became so furious he refused to buy the poUcy. (I would 
have loved to have been able to witness this scene!) 

While I'm not convinced that I totally agree with the 
phrase that "clothes make the man," I do feel that the 
finishing touches employed by a person say a great deal 
about the way he views himself. To me they mdicate his 
confidence (or lack of same), his willingness to make a 
statement, and his belief in certain standards. 

So look around- you and notice the appearance of 
Virginia Beach men. Be on the lookout for that white 
handkerdiief and know that hidden safe and warm in an 
inside pocket is its companion, the fountain pen.

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Marsh Bacteria Infecting Controversy

"My question on the Arctic Avenue salt marsh comes 
from myself as a concerned taxpayer," said Don Van 
Hoose. president, Environmeiftal Consultants Inc. 
Norfolt. 

"I want to know how many mwe places there are in 
Tidewater like that one," he asks. "I assume this is not 
an isolated case. I think there may be other 
contaminated areas in Tidewater caused by the 
bypassing of raw sewage. And even if the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation District people move its present 
outfall at Arctic Avenue, it won't citfc the problem 
already created, h will just move it elsewhere." 

Van Hoose said that on Thursday of this week at 1 
p.m. his Tu-m will present a 20 plus page environmental 
report to the Army Corps of Engineers, hJorfolk. 

The report, prepared by Old Dominioii Uaiveraity 
environincntal mkroMologist Dr. Carl Erkeabrecber, 
Jr., i.'! expei^ted to formally and officially enlighten the 
Corps and the local community to the potential health 
hazard that exsits in the seaside marsh, due to high 
counts of germs and bacteria. 

Erkcnbrecher's reporr, which includes 12 pages of 
text, over a page of literary citations and six pages of 
tables, will state that the fecal count in the oceanfront 
swamp is between 8S and 1,200 times higher than what 
is generally considered healthy. 

The Virginia Water Coatrol Board sets a maximum Of 
200 fecal coliform per 100 milHcters for recreational 
waters. In that context, the fecal count is 8S times 
higher than normal standardl aHow. Water in which 
shelinsh live and breed is allowed a fecal count of 14 
parts per 100 mililiters of water. In this regard, the 
fecaf count in the Arctic Avenue Marsh is 1,200 times 
higher than normal," according to Erkenbrecher. ^ 

The controversy surrounding the marsh, located 
between Baltic and Arctic Avenues near Laskin Road, 
stems from discrepancies over the potential health 
threat the infected marsh poses to-the Virginia Beach 
community. Environmental experts charge that for 12 
years effluent has been pumped into the marsh by the 
HRSD. and consequently pose serious health threats to 
local residents and tourists who breathe the potentially 
sickening air; and for those who may have children or 
pets who play in or around the area. Erkenbrecher said 
his findings indicate high levels of pathogens* which 
are germs or viruses which may cause infection and 
potentially deadly disease in humans. 

The HRSD said hi^h bacterial counts are normal for 
marshes, and that they are attempting to improve the 
situation at Arctic Avenue.

Last week. Dr. Geroge G. Sjolund, director, Virginia 
Beach Department of Health, said he had not seen 
Erkcnbrecher's report, and therefore had no reason at 
the present time to state the marsh posed a community 
health hazard. This past Monday, by deadline, Sjolund 
could not be reached for comment. 

Van Hoose not^d, however, "I don't believe Dr. 
Sjolund had a cc^y of Erkcnbrecher's report when he 
made his comments. But this issue is pditical, as well 
as health related. I don't imagine people are too willing 
to discuss it anyway." 

Erkenbrecher, referring to an article on the swamp 
which appeared in the Jan. 12/13 issue of the Beacon 
said he was concerned over several points. 

"The title of the article, 'Bacteria in city tidal marsh 
termed no serious hazard,' was derived from state- 
ments from just one man," Erkenbrecher said. "I'm 
concerned about the emphasis placed on Dr. Sjolund's 
sole comments, without conferring with other sources. 
They are in essence, discrediting the report without 
having ever seen it." 

Erkenbrecher and Van Hoose are employed by 
Norfolk Businessmen and Vfrgiiria Bcacli dcreioper 
Jerry F. McDaaneO. Van Hoose said his firm began 
investigating the questionable few acres in 1975 when 
Colonial Stores wished to develop the land for 
warehouse expansion. 

"Nothing thus far has surprised me," Van Hoose, a 
Norfolk resident said. "We started working on that 
piece of land in 1975 when we did a study for Qdonial 
Store. McDonnell saw seme <rfour reports and called us 
in to work for him." 

When Van Hoose and associates meet with the Army 
Corps of Engineers this Thursday afternoon, aie of the 
things to be discussed will be how to clean up the 
marsh. 

"Either the sediment must be covered," he 
proposed, "or it must be dredged and chemically 
treated. On page 12 of Erkcnbrecher's report, he says 
there is still evidence that bacteria is continuing to grow 
even after the HRSD has desisted in the bypassing of 
raw sewerage at the site." Last week, the HRDS told 
the Sun that no sewage had been passed there in over 
two months. 

Van Hoose said McDonnell, who was out of town and 
could not be reached for comment, will probably have 
to provide for additional storm water drainage at the 
site.

"The marsh was ditched for mosquito control," Vto 
Hoose said. "In the process piles oLspoUs stacked up 
along the banks of the marsh. TTui eliminated tidal 
actions. They will have to be knocked down. If not, this 
marsh will become a high marsh and eventually upland 
with trees. And the way I see it, the contamination 
would remain." .

Budget Reductions, VEC Closings 



Editor: 

We have recently heard much to do about Federd 
Budget Reductions which have affected many people. 

The latest impacted area is the impending closing of 
the Chesapeake office of the Virginia Employment 
Commbslon (VEQ. But, Federal Budget cuts are not 
the real cause of the loss of this important fiuiaion 
which provides free job placement services to the 
people. The reason Chesapeake is^iosing their VEC 
office is that Virginians as a whole are shwt-changed on 
their own Federd Funds that they pay in the form of 
Federd Unempioyinent Taxes [FUTA]. 

These taxes are paid to the generd revenue fund in 
Washington, allocated to Department of labor Regknu 
by OngicM. then reanxirtioned to the states in their 

regions. 

In 1981. Virginia employers paid FUTA taxes of 
approximately $70,000,000 to Washington. Through 
allocation to various accounts, the VEC received back 
only $45,000,000. Tliese arc the only funds available to 
administer arid operate the VEC. Part <rf the reduction 
in allocation is caused by Federd Fund advances to 
other states whidi have a defidt in their Unemployment 
Trust Funds. Meanwhile, Virginia employer^ are 



currently paying a surcharge on unemployment tax to 
prevent their trust fund from being depleted. 

Some states receive more than the tax dollar they pay 
in, but of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. 
Vu-ginia emplcqrers and citizens receive the low^^est 
amount of return on the FUTA tax dollar. In 
Chesapeake, employers will be fwced to contmue to 
pay these tax ddlars without even having a locd VEC 
service avdlable. 

TTie VEC. the State, Chesapeake, and dl citizens are 
being penalized for running a sound economic 
organization. This trend of downward FUTA tax ddlar 
return to Virginia has continued for more than 10 years 
and Reagaiomics are not to blame. 

It is time for our Congressional leaders and the 
private sector employers to take jcxnt action to ensiire 
that we continue to provide an adequate level of ser\ice 
of job seekers. State employers should demand a 
reasoiiable return and service for their tax dollar 
investment.

Virginia Generd Assembly by Senator Fred Gray. A law 
to require safety seat usage has been endorsed by many 
Virginia organizations including: 

Medicd Society of Virglda; Virgtatia Pediatrics 
Society; Virgida Chapter, Ainerkan Academy of 
Pediatrics; Virginia Nnrses Association; Virginia 
Divldoa, American Tnmma Society; Virginia Chapter, 
Pkyddaas for Antomotive Safety: Virginia Federation 
of Women's Ctabs; Virgiala Child Pasacngcr Safctj 
Assn.; Virgiala ConKress of Parents and Teachers; 
Virginia DMskm, Travelers Protective Assodation of 
America; and Virginia Safdy Association. 

Nine states have a child passenger safety usage law.

The deal sounds 
too good to -pass up so you pay and get 
your contract. Shortly after the work is 
done and you find the repair breaks 
down, when you read the fine print in 
your contract you find that it only 
guaranteed the job would be done, not 
that it would last. 

•A contractor stops by yOur house and 
tells you that he is new in the neighbor- 
hood. He says he will resurface your 
driveway at cost if you allow him to place 
an ad on your lawn or house saying his 
company did the job. He tells you all he 
needs is some cash in advance for 
materials. If you give him the cash you 
can be 'sure this is the last you will ever see 
of your money or the contractor. 

If you are asked for cash to close a deal, 
be cautious. Why won't a check do? In- 
vestigate before you lose your hard earned 
money.

Virginia Beach Police Sergeant J. E. 
Rowland, special operations bureau, 
Virginia Beach Department of Police, has 
issued the following statement on the 
recently enacted Virginia Beach crack- 
down on drank drivers: 

"The Virginia Beach Police DUI En- 
forcement Program, although still in the 
early stages of implementation is showing 
great signs of success. In the month of 
December we have had a 101.5% increase 
in the number of DUI apprehensions over 
that of December 1980. For the entire 
year of 1981 we experienced a 25<7o in- 
crease in the number of appreliensions 
over any of the previous fonr years. 

"It is still much too early to calculate 
the effects this program Is having on tlie 
alcohol related accident rate. It is an- 
ticipated that some noticabie reduction 
will be apparent by the end of 1982."

Arrangements fot this state convention star- 
ted in March 1980 when the Virginia Jaycees 
choose to have their annual meeting at 
Virginia Beach. The main reason for that 
choice was the new Pavilion Convention Cen- 
ter and the many fine hotels and motels at the 
beach. 

Diuing the weekend in May, there will be 
approximately 2.000 delegates and represen- 
tatives from statewide chapters gathering in 
Virginia Beach to hold their annual elections 
of officers. Also, the state organization will 



award individuals and chapters for their out- 
standing contributions to their respective 
communities. It is estimated that while these 
ddegates are in Virginia Beach they will spend 
$600,000 which will generate $30,000 in local 
taxes. Reservations have been made for a total 
of 1050 rooms in over a dozen local hotels and 
motels. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees feel that this will 
be the best state convention in many years due 
to the fact that Virginia Beach has the best 
convention facilities in the state. They also 
praise the fine co-operation they have received 
from the city's convention bureau.

The Jaycee creed was written by a oewly in- 
stalled Jaycee from Colanbaf, Ohio, who left his 
mark on the Jaycee Organization. Inspired by the 
Mliwankec National Jaycee ConvcBtloB in 1946. 
BUI BrowafleM penned the Jaycee Creed, of- 
ficially adopted by the U.S. J.C.C. in 1947. In 
1931, he added the line which affirms the Jaycee'stf 
belief in God. This now precedes all other parts of 
the Creed. It was in 1951 that the Creed was adop- 
ted by Jaalor Chaotbcr latcmatioaai. 

It b not uncommon for a man to make his 
mark, and then vanish into anonymity. Such, 
however, was not the case with Bill Brownfield. 
After writing the Creed, Brownfield etched a 
brilliant Jaycee career, serving as state president in 
Ohio, and as national vice-president. Travelling 
the country and the world, this Jaycee visited most 
of the states and many local chapten - often 
providing that timely spark which rekindled the 
fire of enthusiasm. Soon after the J.CJ. Stutc 
was esublished, the Ohio Jaycees presented him 
with a life membership, as did the governing body 
of Junior Chamber International. At the 196S 
National Convention in Buffalo, the U.S. Jaycea 
installed him as Hoaocary Natloaal PreaMeat. 

It was not ahrays easy for Bill, who had 
MaHtpIc Sclafaaii liiioe I9S1. and who was con- 
fined to a wheeldiair since 1962. In 1970, at the 
Fiftieth Anniversary Convention in St. Louis, the 
U.S. Jaycccs, in an effort to do something for a 
man who had done so much for the Jaycees. 
presented Bill Brownfield with a van. specially 
equipped with hydraulic lifts so that he woukl have 
less difficulty getting around with his wheelchair. 

The affliction that Bill Brownfield lived with for 
twenty years took his life in February of 1872, but 
the Creed of that life will serve as a tribute tor 
many generations. It is for the Creed that Brown- 
field is remembered, for it is a sincere and 
beautiful endeavor to express in words, the spirit 
and ideals of the Jaycee Movement - of young men 
concerned with improving themselves and the 
woril about them.

vitation wai maoepteA and a pamphlet describing the 
"St. Loiii ¥hm" for Yoof Mca's CMe OimiialioH 
was distributed to many dtics in the nation. In 1919 it 
became aniarent that the movement, should be wdded 
tofethcr as a national body and a call was sent forth to 
an young men's orgaidzations. inviting rcfiresentativa 
to participate in a caucus in St. Louis for the purpoie of 
organizing the United States Jurior Chaabcr of Coai- 
BNfcc. Tbis caucus was hdd on January 21. and 22. 
1921. with 27 dties represented. 

The U.S. Junior Chamber of Commerce was 
organized at that caucus, a convcntioa called for the 
following June, and CKcsaeobter dected provisional 
President. Twdve of the 27 cities rqiresented at the 
June Conwcntkm became dmitfit members of the U.S. 
J.C.C. and OiessenUer was chcMen first president. 

Between 1920 and 192S financial pr6bkau plagued 
the new organixation • but yet it expcarienced continued 
growth. By 1924. the first state organization, the 
Missouri J.C.C. was formtd. 

This was also the year that the first dmpur in 
Virginia, the Norfolk Jaycees. was fmmed. The year 
192S saw the beginniag of the first national magazine, 
known as "Expansion" the project activity b^an to 
show the influence of national coordination. 

The major effort for the next few years was to obtain 
nationaf^ublicity for the U.S. J.C.C. This cause was 
helped considerably when a member of the St. Louis 
Chamber, Charles Lindbergh, made his epic solo flight 
across the Atlantic. 

In 1929, "Expansion" magazine was changed tc 
"The Yoimg Executive" and in 1932 this was changed 
to "The Vision." However, in 1936, "The Vision" 
became "The Young Executive" once again, and in 
1939 it was changed tathe present name of the national 
publication, "Future." 

In the early 1930's, "Get Out The Vote" became a 
major program. Another area of concern of the J?C.*s 
was conservation of natural resources, and as a result of 
their concern, Sapcrior Natloaal Forest in Mlaacsota 
was esublished and the Natloaal WBdBfc Fedoatioa 
was founded. It was in 1931 that the J.C. seal was adop- 
ted and "J.C. Week" and "D.S.A." were begun as 
national projects. 

In 1933 the U.S. J.C.C. made the decision to remain 
autonomous from the U.S. Chamber of Conunerce by 
turning down the offer of office space in that 
organization's headquarters in Washington, D.C. In- 
stead, St. Louis was chosen as the first permanent 
head q ua r ters of the U.S. J.C.C. where it remained untQ 
1938. when it moved to Qiicago. 

By 1939, several mile stones had been reached. It was 
during this yev that "Future" mapiinc was first 
published: it was the first time in its experience that the 
U.S. J.C.C. could boast of a chapter in each of the 48 
states; it was the year that the prestigi<»tts '^m IM- 
slMiiag Yaaag Mea of Ammkt" program b^an, and 
it was the year that the Ylrgfaiia J.C.'s was founded. 

The Virginia J.C.'s was founded when men from 
eight chapters throughout the state met hi AilagiiiM, 



^^rgala, drew up a constitution, and dected Toa 
BaMiMge of Winchester their first state President. 

Tlw 1940's b^an with an emphasis being given to 
service to the local chaiMers. Programming manuals 
from the national headquarters were introduced. The 
U.S. J.C.C. became the first young men's organizatkm 
to back the sdective service system, and the war yean 
saw 8S% of aU J.C.'s eater the armed forces. The ones 
staying home topped all other organizations ht scrap 
ooOecthig. blood donations, and bond sales. 

A positive development to cmerfe from the warwss 
Junior Chamber International, estghiished hi Mexico 
City hi December of 1944, with six countries repmen- 
ted. lairi VMal qTMbIm WH dected the first jvnUint 
of J.C.J, and sctvid mtil the fiist J.C.L Congress was 
hdd in Panama hi 1946. Sfaioe then, J.C.L has spread to 
abnost c««iy frae aaHoa with diapters in more than ft 



The idea of a "LMi« MeaMwial'* to the J.C.'s killed 
during the war was proposed at the 1944 natioiial 
meeting m Omaha. Tuba was subsequently chosen u 
the dte f« the War Memorial Headquarters after 
dtizens pledged $100,000 towards its construction. The 
U.S. J.C.C. moved its national offices to Tulsa m 1947. 
Raising of additimial funds made craistruction possible; 
the cornerstone was laid on December 7, 19S0; the final 
dedication ceremonies were held on August 4, 1951 . 

yae decade of the 19S0's was marked by an emphasis 
on youth activities and programs. The national conven- 
tion in Buffalo, N.Y., in 19S2 was an important one ot 
Virginians because it was at this convention that Horaec 
E. "Haak" HeaJstsoa was dected to the presidency of 
the U.S. J.C.'s. HeadciBoa Is the oaly YlrgiBfau ever to 
obtala this office. In 1934, the J.C. White House, the 
home of the President of the U.S. J.C.'s, was built. It 
was also m the 50's that the SPOKE and spark phig 
programs were begtm. 

The 1960's brought an emphasis on community 
devdopment programs as the major external prt^rams 
^ while chapter and individual devdopment were stressed 
' as the m»jot internal programs. A significant change for 
die national organization came at the 1965 National 
CoavcBlkm at Buffalo. New York. Following years of 
discussion, the "Junior Chamber of Commerce" name 
was officially changed to "Jaycees", a devdopment 
that has been followed by many state and local chapters. 
The 1970*3 has thus far been marked by an effort by 
the local state and national Jaycee orpuoizations to 
create better bufividual devdopment programs and to 
direct attention towards the problems our families face 
today and to seek solutions. In addition to devdophig 
programs necessary to meet the needs of our local com- 
munities' and states, the Jajroees have made a real effort 
to devehqi programs rdevmt to the needs of our entire 
country. This has led the Jaycees faito smne areas in 
which they were not active or involved before. For 
example, we have programs that deal with V.D. control, 
aktriiol abuse, and crimhial justice and rehabilitation. 
These programs are being conducted by Jaycee chapters 
throui^iout the nation. 
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In addition toECSC, the Virginia Beach Jaycees also co-sponsot 
the East Coast Volley Ball Championships with the Tidewater 
Volley Ball Association. 7%e Jaycees also sell Christmas trees

Saturday morning, two 
Chesapeake police officers were 
dispatched to ^investigate a 
disturbance in the 1300 block of 
22nd street in South I^rfolk. 
During the investigation a scuf- 
fle ensued between the police of- 
ficers and two brothers, 
resulting in the death of one of 
the brothers. 

Police spokesman said that 
the police officer shot when she 
saw one of the brothers advan- 
cing on her with a flashlight she 
had dropped during the struggle. 
She warned him twice to stop

Some will blame the police of- 
ficers, others will blame the 
resisters. But who is really to 
blame? 

An incident of this kind was 
inevitable. The responsibility at 
least in part can be placed at the 
feet of the courts in this country. 
Assaults on police officers have 
become the rule and the courts 
continue to mete out Ught flnes 
and short jail sentences to the 
offenders. In some instances, 
the jail sentences are suspended. 
Lawbreakers, especially the 
recidivists, know that the courts 
take a lenient attitude toward 
assaults on police officers and 
consequently the deterrent fac- 
tor is lost. 

We will never know for cer- 
tain if this particular incident 
could have been avoided tiadth»^ 
participles <^%ed th^ th^ 
resistance would be taken 



seriously by the courts. We do 
know that many potential 
resisters and assailants would 
think twice before attacking a 
police officer if they knew severe 
penalities would result in their 
actions. 

The sad ending to this story is 
that a young man is dead and the 
lives and careers of two 
dedicated police officers will 
never be the same. If the laws 
now on the books do not give 
judges the latitude to deal out 
swift and severe punishment to 
pohce resistors and assailants, 
then the laws should be changed. 
If the laws are there and the 
judiciary continues to be timid 
in their use, then we can expect 
assaults on law enforcement of- 
ficers to continue. In the mean- 
time, let us pray that the police 
will not be faced with another 
faicident like the one that oc- 
^ured last Saturday mor- 
mng. — B.J.S.

More Than 100,000 Delegates 
In 1981 Attended Pavilion

¥ot the first time, more 
than 100,000 convention 
delegates attended 
meetings in Virginia Beach 
during 1981. 

Releasing the City's an- 
nual sutistics, the Virginia 
Beach Convention Bureau 
announced that 102,000 
delegates were recorded, a 
13 percent increase over 
1980. The delegates anen- 
ded 2SS meetings in the 
City's new Convention 
Center. Pavilion, and in 
the City's numerous con- 
vention hotek, a Bureau 
spokesman said. 

The 175.000 square foot 
Pavilion convention and 
trade show complex, at 
the end of the Norfolk- 
Virginia Beach Ex- 
pressway, opened in late 
1980 so 1981 was its first 
complete year of conduc- 
ting business. Of the 
aty's 102.000 recorded 
delegates, 67.000 attended 
meetings at Pavilion, the 
Bureau spokesman said. 

"Using accepted figures 
from the International 
Association of Conven- 
tion and Visitors 
Bureaus," the spokesman 
added, "the 102,000 
delegates contributed 
$30,600,000 to the 
ecoiiOmy of the area. Of 
this amount $1,500,000 
went directly to the 



general fundii of the City 
of Virginia Beach through 
taxes." 

Initial projections for 
1981 had indicated a 
slightly higher delegate 
count of 110,000. The 
shortfall, the Bureau 
spokesman said, was Idue 
largely to the sUte of the 
national economy. No 
meetings were cancelled, 
he said, but total del^ate 
counts for a number of 
meetings were reduced.

conventions indicated they 
want' a headquarters hotel 
contiguous to the conven- 
tion facility. 

He said Pavilion 
Towers will be located on 
8.65 acres, currently 
valued a^ S432.500 and 
now generating S3, 114 in 
real estatdtaxes.

since I've been on Coun- 
cil." he said of the 
reduced rates. "I have 
been a proponent of get- 
ting people here to create 
jobs. When we b^in to 
make our statements 
without more than two 
hours explanation we go 
off a little bit half 
cocked. ..that's what 
makes this Council our 
own worst enemy. We're 
our own exploiter of 
news." 

Councilman Patrick L. 
Standing said the damage 
is done in getting people to 
think what has been done 
is unusual.

How The Virginia Beach Jaycees Began 



In 1948, the Norfolk Jaycees invited a group of 
interested young men together to explore the 
possibility of establishing a Jaycee chapter in Virginia 
Beach. Subsequently, two organisational meetings 
were held, Owen J. Moore was elected to serve as the 
first President, and the Virginia Beach "Jaaior 
Chamber of Commerce" received their charter on A|ml 
29. 1948. 

One of the first projects to be undertaken was the 
construction of benches which were placed along 
Atlantic Avenue and along the Broadwalk. The selling 
of advertising space on these benches was a primary 
source of funds for the chapter for many years. Another 
project which began in 1948 and is still providing the 
Virginia Beach J.C's with income is the Ford GumbaH 
Machines franchise. The income from these machines 
ptovidts the Virginia Beach Jaycees with about S800 
annually. 

to 1950 this chapter established the Virginia Beach 
"First Citixen" award. This award which is still 
presented annually by the Jaycees. has come to be 
regarded as the most prestigious civic award in the 

city. 

Perhaps one of the most outstanding contributions to 
the community by the Virginia Beach Jaycees was the 
integral part played by this organization and its 
members in the establishment of the Virginia Beach 
Rescue Squad, bi 1951, the community was shocked by 
the fact that there was no dependable, emergency 
ambulance service available. The Jaycees devoted their 
efforts to the problem. Funds were raised and a 
majoity of the membership became the first rescue 
squad headed by J. Peter Holland, David Stonnont, 
both members of the Board of the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees. 

The following are some of the other major projects 
that have been conducted by the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees: the drive to build Vkginia Beach General 
Hospital; sponsorship of the East Coast Surfing 
Championships; sponsorship of junior golf and junior 
tennis tournaments; sponsorship of a Sea Scoat unit 
and a Boy Scout troop for handkappned boys; Apple 
Butter sales to build and maintain Qunp Vkginia 
Jaycee, a camp for mentally retarded children; the 
Natkaml POW-MIA Awareness campaign; the building 
of Seatack Paris; the Gracctown deanap campaign; 
passage of the 1972 School Boad Issnc; foundmg of the 
Vlrglaia sarflag AssocfaitkMi; organizing and running 
the Toys for Tots at Christmas campaign m Vkginia 
Beach; sponsorship of the^Wait for MuUBd" to 
benefit Project Concern which provides medical 
assistance for the indiient both in the U.S. (Appaladiia. 
etc.) and all over the world. These are just a few of well 
over a thousand prefects run by the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees smce their inception, h is important to note 
that the Jaycees do not limit themselves to just one or 
two areas of concern, but instead are wiUing to step in 
and help whenever a need arises. ? 

hi the past years, the Virglnhi Baacb Jaycees have 
worked on such statewide (nxijects as Api^e Butter 
sales for Damp Vuginia Jaycee, and the "Walk fcr 



Mankind". However, 1974 was the first year thai 
Vvginia Beach, along with several other chapters, 
participated in a r^onal project. Region I in the 
Jaycees. They worked together to obtain the funds to 
purchase a "Neo-Natal" unit, which is a specially 
equipped ambulance used to transport infants in the 
Tidewater area from their home to the hospitals or from 
hospital to hospital when necessary. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees throughout the years 
have extended chapters in Princess Anne (1952), 
Bayside(1958), Eastern Shore (1959). Kempsville 
(1975), Beach Borough (1978) and Virghihi Wesleyan 
(1981). In addition, this chapter has assisted in the 
formation of many other Jaycee chapters. Conse- 
quently, the Virginia Beach Jaycees have played an 
important role in the growth and development of the 
Virginia Jaycees. The chapter has hosted a National 
Jaycee Meeting (The Mid-Atlantic Institute Meeting in 
1966). In addition, several members of the Virginia 
Beach Jaycees have served as officers of the Virginia 
Jaycees. Most noteworthy among this group is Rhae 
Adams, who served as state President in 1958-59. 

Throughout their thirty years, the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees have often been recognized for their out- 
standing efforts on behalf of the community. The 
Virginia Beach Jaycees have won numerous single 
projects awards on the state level and often have had 
the most outstanding projects in the state. This chapter 
has also been recognized as one of the most outstanding 
chapters in the state, winning the Giessenbier 
Memorial Award in 1959. 1971. 1972, 1976, 1977 and 
1978. This is a significant accomplishment when .one 
considers that there are more than 9000 Jaycees in 
excess of 250 chapters in Virginia. Virginia Beach wcHi 
the overall Giessenbier for the state of Virginia in 1976 
for the first time in the chapter's history. They won this 
award again in 1978. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees have also won. recog- 
nition on the national level, hi 1963. the Virginia Beach 
Jaycess won first place in the area of Youth and Sports. 
and third place in bitemational RelatkNis. From 1971 to 
the present, the Virginia Beach Jaycees have .won at 
least two national awards each year for individual 
projects. The chapter was chosen most oatstaadlng in 
the nation in 1971 while competing against the largest 
cities and chapters in the United States. In 1972L, they 
were third in the nation, hi 1976, the chapter won a ftrst 
place award in the area of international involvement fcv 
their "Walk for Mankind" project. They also won a 
third place in the chapter aaivities area Car their project' 
relathig to the acquisition of and improvements to (he 
Jaycee building. In 1978, the chapter was recogniz^ as 
having the best chapter activities^roject in the nation 
with their first annual Harbor Chrisc. They also were 
named that year as the fourth most outstanding chapter 
m the nation in their population division.

The "eon" is on and you are the target! In the last 
edition, I talked about two popular home improvement 
scams that you, the Virginia Beach resident, should be 

aware of. 

Man ttmmA and the phoiqr budi eaamtacr scams have 
also been used in ur city 

THE EANK EXAMINOt SCAM: in this "con", 
someone calls and tells you he is a bank examiner and 
asks you to withdraw a large sum of money from your 
bank account so he can secretly check the honesty of a 
bank employee whom he believes is stealing money from 
the bank. 



The phony bank examiner will meet you and show 
you fake identification if you request. If you withdraw 
the money for the "bank examiner", he will give you a 
receipt for it and tell you that you will get your money 
back just as soon as the teller is cau^t. 

Of course, you will never see your money again. 
There is i\o reason for anyone to ask you to with^aw 
money from a bank for a "special purpose." If 
someone does call you or approach you asking you to 
withdraw money from the bank, be sure to report it to 
the local police and to your bank manager. 

^ MAIL FRAUDS: should be easy to recognize because 
the same frauds have been perpetrated over and over 
again. Unfortunately, most of us would like to believe 
the claims that we can make instant profits with little in- 
vestment in a mail order business or that we can buy 
secret remedies to our health problems. Because of this, 
we shdl out our money without ever realizing we have 
been "had". In fact, some mail frauds are Do good that 
the victims swear even after they have been defrauded 
that they are happy widi the jKtxluct, information, or 
remedy they received in the mall. 

Years ago, there was an ad in a national mazazine for 
a foolproof method of killing bousdiold insects. You 
sent in your dcrilar and received two muUl Mocks of 



wood marked "A" and "B". The instructions told you 
to place the insect on block "A" and strike with block 
"B". The foolproof method worked because the con- 
sumer was not "foolproor*. 

There are dozens of swindles perpetrated by the 
professional con artist, each with dozens of variations. 
The best way to recognize if you are dealing with a con 
man is to Usten or look for these words in his conver- 
sation or ad: CASH, HOME IMBPOVEMENT, 
SECRET INVESTMENT FLANS, GET RICH 
QUICK. SOMETHING FOR NOTHING, OR CON- 
nSTS (which are not backed by rqnitabie firms). If you 
read or hear these words from someone you are thinking 
of doing business with, back away and tdl the person 
you would like some time to think about the offer. This 
will give you time to check the offer with the Better 
BiiiiniM Picia and the CvanBoawcaMk't Attoraey's 
Offlee. 

If you are victimiKd by a e«B artist, report it to the 
VfaBlate RcaA roBc* Dtpailwart and be wilUng to 
testify in court. There is no shamein being conned and 
this is tbecmly way to put the coa arti«rout of business!

"First. patienU 
are cared for as a resuh of oiir 
lab test findings. Patient health 
at well as the rcputaCon and 
image of ^^ hospital is at stake if 
wc screw up. 

"Secondly, the lab has to serve 
all parts of the botpital. aU 
paticms in the hocpital, and all 
those needing tests on an out- 
patient basis as wcU. Our lab 
technicians have much contact 
with the paticnu, and in Cnm 
make lasting impressions of the 



hospital that the patient will 

remember."

Hospital includes 40 people, or 

experts, all with three bask 

classi (lotions. 

Oinical laboratory assistants 
(LA) are those who have com- 
pleted their college education 
and clinical internship in an 
American Medical Anodatioa 
(AMA) approved hospital and 
have passed their registry 
examinations for their license. 

Medical laboratory technicians 
(MLT) have at least an associate 
degree in medicine technology, 
have compteted the intenship 
and have fitlfllled all other 
requircfiients. 

Medical technologists (MT) 
have a least a bachelor's tlttrcc 
in medical tcdmolagy, and ser- 
ved a clinical imemship and 



passed other tests. 

CLA's are limited as to their 
function in the lab. Usually their 
job enuils collecting blood and 
examining blood smears. 

MLTs are at liberty to per- 
form all but the most 
sophisticated lab tests-. 

Mt's are called on to perform 
the most eurctiiis tests. 

Lab tests performed in Bayside 
Hospital are many and varied. A 
partial listing, with explanation, 
of some of the lab tests are as 
follows.

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Reader Attacks The Federal Reserve Board; Paper Money Is Worthless

Editor: 

Three events in 1913 have played a major rok in the 
plight America finds itself in today: 

•Hie Federal Reserve System was established. 

•The Gradaated Income Tax was introduced. 
(Incidentally, recommendations for both these mea- 
si^res are to be found in the Communist Manifiesto) 

•The bitenuitkNial bankers, in order to avoid taxes on 
their immense wealth, were ble to establish tax free 
foundations. 

After Congress had passed the Federal Reserve Bill, 
Congressman CJiaries Undbcrgh, Sr., told Congress... 
."This act establishes the most gigantic trust on earth... 
When the President signs this Act the invisible 
government by the money power, proven to exist by the 
Money Trust investigation, will be legalized. 

"The new law will create inflation whenever the 
trusts want inflation... 

"From now on depressions will be scientifically 
created." 

The Federal Reserve System is not Federal. It is a 
group of private banks. Despite the Federal in its name, 
the government does not own it, does not run it... nor 
does it control it. 

It is not responsible to the will of Congress, or to the 
American people. Any law passed by Congress 
affecting the economy can be instantly nullified by the 
Federal Reserve. 

Coagressmaa Wright Patman has pointed out that 
the "President cannot submit a program that is likely to 



be effective... unless the Federal Reserve is willing to 
cooperate." 

Webster's New World Dictionary defines inflation as 
"An increase in the amount (rf currency in circulation, 
resulting in a reUttively sharp and sudden fall in its 
value and rise in prices; it may be caused by an increase 
in the volume of paper money issued or gold mined." 

You may ask "What has all this to do with me"? The 
answer is: everything! Take a bill out of your wallet and 
note the inscription on it.. .It is inscribed with the words 
"Federsd Reserve Note". 

As stated before, please don't let the word 
"Federal" fool you. That bill you hold is not even 
issued by the Federal Government! 

Federal Reserve Notes are only good as long as 
someone will accept them in payment. They have no 
intrinsic value. There is absolutely nothing backing 
these notes... It is only paper issued by the Federal 
Reserve. 

Not only are these Notes intrinsically worthless, but 
they are also illegal and unconstitutional. Article I, 
Section 8, of the U.S. Constitution, delegates to 
Congress (not a Federal Reserve Corporation) the 
power "to coin money, and regulate the value thereof." 

Further, Article I, Section 10, of the U.S. Constit- 
ution, expressly prohibits States from declaring 
irredeemable paper (or »nvthing but gdd and silver 



coin) to be "tender in payment of debts." 

The dollar was on the gdd standard until 1933, and 
the silver standard until 1968, but this posed a genuine 
problem for the international bankers... they could not 
create gold or silver out of thin air... but paper was 
another matter. 

Prior to 1963, Federal Reserve Notes were defined by 
law as an "obligation of the United States", and were 
"Redeemable in Lawful Money at the U.S. Treasury- or 
at any Federal Reserve Bank". After 1963, the 
"redeemable" promise disappeared from the face of 
Federal Reserve Notes-contrary to Article 1, Sectioi 10 
of the U.S. Constitution. ' 

The Federal Reserve controls our economy by 
controlling the money supply and interest rates. It can 
create inflation or deflation. It can send the stock 
market up or down at will. 

If the government does not control the Federal 
Reserve System... who dqes? 

The Federal Reserve System has been headed by 
members of the Council on F(xeign Relations for (at 
least) the past 28 years. 

And who heads the Council on Foreign Relations? 
.One of the international bankers... David Rockefeller is 
chairman of the Council on Foreign Relations.

Meet At City Council 



100 Burton Station Residents Meet 



At lent lOO^BuitM Slatkn 
re*idciit« skewed up at the 
Vir^nU Beach Gty Covncil 
Chamben to wltiMu the drcami 
for the lenewal of their com- 
munity take shape. 

The people came oat on a ooM 
night Momiay evening with snow 
forecast, and waited, tome for 
houre. for their turn on the 
Council agenda. A few hours 
were nothing compared to the 
years they had hivested in ef f ortt 
to Iceep their land and to improve 
their homes. 

Their persistence was rewar- 
ded Monday night. They won 
over the city's comprehensive 
plan which had slated their home 
sites for industrial use. They won 
over the Norfolk Port and In- 
dustrial Authority which wanted 
to keep the Burton Station land 
free of residential use to allow 
for expansion of the Norfolk in- 
ternational Airport. They won 
over the City's Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance in which their 
residential land was rezoned for 
industrial use in 1969. 

The initial steps were tai& to 
make the community secure for 
the present residents as Council, 
by a 9-0 vote, approved changes 
of zoning for parcels totaling 
30.2 acres, 1.3 acres and 3.7 
acres from I-l Light Industrial 
District, 1-2 Heavy Industrial 
District and B-2 Conununity- 



Business District, icapeetitvdy, to 
R-S Reddential Distrlol ia dK 
Bayside Borough. 

Along the way, the residents 
had won support from the dty 
which had requested the recooing 
changes, from the city's Com- 
munity Development Depar- 
tment which had worked with a 
consultant to And a feasible way 
to protect the residential en- 
vironment of the community, 
and apparently from the Coun- 
cil. 

Still in opposition to the 
changes were the Norfolk Port 
and Industrial Authority which 
asked for a 30Klay continuance 
to get the Federal Aviation 
Authority (FAA) into the process 
and a Burton Station landowner 
who does not want his property 
rezoned from industrial to 
residential use. 

Occasionally an "Amen," or 
"That's right," issued from the 
audience, but generally, the 
Council chamber was silent ex- 
cept for the speakers. After the 
vote, however, tltere was ap- 
plause and in the hallways as the 
residents congregated a holiday 
atmosphere prevailed. It was 
Christmas a few weeks late for 
Burton Station. 

Burton Station, in the shadow 
of the airport, is located west of 
Northampton Boulevard along 
Burton Station Road. It is a 



Dr. William Thesier, B.C.

predominaatly low-density, 
singie-famOy residential, Mack 
neighborhood, hut with some 
agricultural-related actMdes and 
undevdoped land. The existing 
zoning petmiu a variety of 
commercial and U^t and heavy 
industrial uses, while the new 
zoning permits 331 dwelling 
units. 

The renewal |dan approved for 
Burton Station would create a 
concentrated residential neigh- 
borhood, where the neigh- 
borhood now has homes scat- 
tered in several areas, and has 
reserved other land for industrial 
or commercial use. 

Tim Barrow, whose consulting 
Tirm drew the plans, said the 
density of the community would 
be approximately the same. 
What the plan does is make it 
easier to provide the residents 
with amenities which are lacking 
now, things such as streeu, water 
and sewer. The iity expecu to 
use Community Development 
funds to make this possible. 

Edwin Kellam, attorney 
representing John Hawkins, said 
his client "owns one-fifth Of all 
the property you propose to 
rezone.'J^He said he has paid 
taxes on the property as in- 
dustrial property, a zoning 
classification it has had for more 
than 20 years. >le said Hawkins 
does not want to sell his property 
and will not want to sell it to the 
city. He said it would be im- 
possible to carry out the plan 
without his property. 

"Even though you hope to 
get some help from the Federal 
government," be said, "these 
people will have to pay 
money.. .for drainage, streeu...! 
don't think these people are 
aware of the expense." He said 
the proponents have said the 
streets and schools are not 
adequate and rectifying these 
shortcomings would cost the city 
a considerable amount of 
money. Kellam added that the 
property was in the flight zone 
and the Port and Industrial 
Authority expects to acquire air 
rights over them. 
The best use for the property is 
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industrial, he sud. He said that 
Hawkins wiU have to pay on tan- 
provements baaed on his ten 
acres and that it was "imprac- 
tical and improper." 

Kellam said the law states that 
a change in use needs to be 
shown to indicate a need for 
change ui zoning. He added that 
by rezoning the dty will reduce 
iu tax base and at the same time 
have to furnish more services. 

"In the long run, you're better 
off to leave it like it is. In dollars 
and cents, the property is worth 
more today than it will be after 
rezoning," he said. 

Barrow said the problems 
outlined by Kellam are the 
reasons why the^plan should be 
supported-substandard living 
conditions, inadequate access, 
poor drainage. He said that 
people have been trying to 
revitalize Burton Station "as 
lona as I've been in Virginia 
Beach.. .and that's along time." 
He said that Hawkins' proper- 
ty was in a crucial location but 
that he had no conceptual {dans I 
for improving the property ana 
there is no way the property can 
be allowed to remain undustrial 
in the middle of a residential 
neighborhood. He said he had 
understood Hawkins' chief con- 
cern was that the city have a 
commitment to the area. He said 
Hawkins had lived in other 
communities where the comnut- 
ment was not there. 

Although zoned industrial, the 
land would be too expenislve to 
improve- The improvements 
proposed by the renewal will ac- 
tually increase the value of 
Hawkins' land. "The value of 
his land as residential will be 
more than his present value as 
industrial." he said. ^ 

City Manager George L. 
Hanbury said that if Hawkins 
considered developing the land, 
the amount of work that needed 
to be done would make it im- 
possible to sell. 

Braden Vandeventer, general 
counsel for the Norfolk Port and 
Industrial Authority, said the 
Authority is "opposed to the 
rezoning while sympathetic to 
the aspirations of the people." 

He asked for a 30^1a)r con- 
tinuance to invite die FAA to the 
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Process. The Authority had 
previously given qualified sup- 
port to the Burton Station 
renewal but in a letter dated Jan< 
2S from Kenneth R. Scott, 
executive director, "opposes the 
residential development and 
associated rezoning of the Bur- 
ton Station area of Virginia 
Beach as it is not in the best in- 
terest of the Airport . " 

Vandeventer said Monday that 
the Authority preferred tliat no 
zoning be given property in the 
"clear zone" of the airport. 

He said that Burton Station is 
at the foot of Runway 32 (the 
cross runway) which the 
Authority is concerned about the 
noise and safely problem. The 
noise level in some areas 
(measured as Lgn, 75) would 
make it impossible for people to 
live there, and the remaining area 
in l^ 63 which is unacceptable 
under Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
Guidelines, he said. 

He said the Authority has been 
involved in four law suits with 
residents opposing the extension 
of the principal runway and has 
been successful in there. 

Vandeventer said that the 
Authority would have a problem ' 
•reeling the runway criteria when 
apiriying to the FAA for an ex- 
tension of the runway. 

Runway 32 is used for general 
aviation (small craft). An exten- 
sion, Vandeventer said, would 
accommodate small corporate 
iefs and l»iaef . ie" »« »l» 
emergency. 

Mihon E. Wright, a Burton 
Station resident, said the 
Authority is extending iu clear 
zone. He asked that if the 
Authority didn't want Industrial 
or residential zoning in the clear 
7oae, what zoning did it want? 

Councilman John A. Baum 
a;kcd: didn't you ask us to en- 
dorse the continuation of the use 
f National Airport in the 
'\ashingtoa Area? The Airport 
.n the lake-off point of the 
jne which crashed in the 
i.omac River kiUing almost all 
1 board. ^^ 

In answer to qtiestioiu from 
ouncilman Raid Ervin, Barrow 
~jid thai the majority of the 
esidences in the clear zone are 



already zoned R-8. He said 
almost 30 acres are in the Ldn 63 
area. 

Ervin said that the plan does 
not greatly increase land use in- 
tensity and "these people are not 
worried about Ldn 65. They've 
been living there for years. . . what 
we're doing is improving ttie 
^quality of life for the people who 
are there and, a few more who 
vrill live there later." 

Barrow said efforts were made 
ta support the Authority and to 
provide an opportunity to 
relocate people. He said the 
planners have met »ith the FAA, 
"so' I was shockec when they 
brought this up." 

Baum said that attempts are 
being made for a comprehensive 
rezoning of the area while , 
recognizing^ the present use and 
dowirzoning one parcel. He said 
during the days of Princess Anne 
County, development was 
piecemeal, and whfle the Com- 
prehensive Zoning brdinance of 
Virginia Beach was drawn with 
"good intentions," the land .was 
changed to industrial uses. The 
houses under this zoning have no 
value, he said and "it bothers me 
when a Federal agency or a 
regional agency takes it from the 
people. If yoti can get people's 
land^ cheaply..." he said the 
people will have to sell their land 
under industrial zoning at low 
prices. They will move out and 
with very little mone>- can't get 
affordable housing. 
,. Haiold_l|Hb*MfA>~rcpt«ciains ^;; 
jhe ConTmunity Development 
Depanmeni, said thai no house 
would be left in Lgn 75 zones 
which is unacceptable to HUD, 
but HUD will accept housing in 
Lgn 65 zones if there is a bousing 
need. 

Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober said that he was 
pleased the renewal is "coming 
to partial fruition tonight. I 
believe it is within the jurisdic- 
tion. ..of this Council.. .Now 
we're doing it right to make it 
a viable, beautiful, acceptable 
community." 

The motion to appro\e the 

rezoning was approved 

unanimously. Councilman Dr.
